Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary.

By-law 4342 


A By-law to Acquire a Sewer Right-of-way 
by Expropriation for the Use of The 
Corporation of the District of Surrey 
in the Construction of Sewerage 
Works. 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the District of Surrey 
was by the ”Surrey Sewerage Works Con- 
solidation By-law, 1963, No. 2033” au- 
thorized to construct, extend, operate, and 
maintain sewerage works and for such 
purpose to acquire rights-of-way over real 
property: 

And whereas the Municipal Council 
deems it necessary to acquire certain of 
the rights-of-way aforesaid, by by-law, 
pursuant to section 531 (4) of the Mu- 
nicipal Act, chapter 255, R.S.B.C. 1960, 
and amendments thereto:

Now, therefort, the Council of The 
Corporation of the District of Surrey, in 
open meeting assembled, enacts as fol- 
lows: 

1. This by-law may be cited for all

2. Pursuant to section 531 (4) and 
subject to Division 4 of Part XII of the 
Municipal Act, R.S.B.C. 1960, and amend- 
ments thereto, the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the District of Surrey 
is hereby authorized, by its servants, to 
enter upon and the Council does hereby 
expropriate, break up, take, or enter into 
possession of and use for the purpose of 
a right-of-way, in the form hereunto 
annexed and made part of this by-law, for 
a sewer-line, the following described lands 
and premises: The west 8 feet of Lot 12, 
Block 3 of Section 31, Block 5 north, 
Range 2 west, Plan 673, NWD, being 
measured perpendicularly to the western 
boundary thereof.

And to enter upon and have free and uninter- 
rupted access for the purpose of repairing, clean- 
ing, and otherwise servicing the aforementioned 
works, placed by the Grantee upon the said lands: 

And it is mutually understood and agreed by 
and between the parties hereto that this indenture 
shall be construed as a covenant running with the 
land:

And that the Grantor will not do or knowingly 
permit to be done any act or thing which will 
interfere with or injure the said works and in 
particular will not carry out blasting on or adja- 
cent to the right-of-way without the consent in 
writing of the Grantee, provided that such con- 
sent shall not be unreasonably withheld: 


And that the Grantor will not diminish the soil 
cover Over any pipe installed in the right-of-way 
without the consent in writing of the Grantee, 
provided that such consent shall not be unreason- 
ably withheld: 


And the Grantor covenants and agrees with the 
Grantee that any and all chattels and fixtures 
installed by the Grantee on the said right-of-way 
shall be and shall remain chattels, any rule at 
law to the contrary notwithstanding, and shall 
belong solely and exclusively to the Grantee. 


THE GRANTEE HEREBY COVENANTS 
and agrees with the Grantor that the Grantee 
(a) will not bury debris or rubbish of any 
kind in excavations or backfill and will 
remove shoring and like temporary struc-
